STATEMENT  FROM  THE  TAX  COLLECTOR 

As  Tax  Collector,  I  strongly  urge  you  to  vote  yes  on  article  6  in  the  town 
warrant.  This  will  insure  the  Town  of  holding  the  lien  on  the  property  of  a 
delinquent  tax  payer.  As  the  law  now  stands,  any  person  may  buy  at  a  tax  sale. 
After  the  sale,  the  owner  has  two  years  in  which  to  redeem  his  or  her  property. 
An  interest  penalty  of  18"..  per  annum  is  collected  fi  om  the  date  of  sale  until  the 
tax  is  redeemed. 

Recently,  outside  buyers  have  been  purchasing  property  at  tax  sales  through- 
out the  state  and  making  18"..  on  their  investment.  It  is  easy  to  understand  that 
the  Town  and  all  tax  payers  would  all  benefit  if  the  Town  collected  the  18"i. 
instead  of  an  outside  buyer.  The  Tax  Collector  has  to  collect  the  taxes  for  the 
outside  buyer  and  the  Town  and  Tax  Collector  get  nothing  for  this  work.  The 
rights  of  the  tax  payer  are  better  protected  if  the  Town  hold  the  lien.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Town  remains  in  good  financial  condition.  In  1987,  our  expenditures  were 
just  below  our  budgeted  figure  while  our  revenues  were  nearly  $25,000  higher 
than  expected.  The  financial  statements  contained  in  this  report  also  include 
federal  funds  received,  as  well  as  anticipated  additional  monies,  in  connection 
with  road  repairs. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  the  roads  were  battered  by  the  weather.  A  severe 
rain  storm  in  April  did  enough  damage  to  again  qualify  us  for  federal  funds. 

The  Town  went  to  Court  only  once  in  1987  to  try  a  case  concerning  the  road 
classification  of  the  Chapman-Mulligan  Road  from  the  Quinn  house  to  the 
Marlow  town  line.  The  Court  decided  in  favor  of  the  Town  that  this  portion  of 
road  is  Class  VI  (not  maintained  by  the  Town).  This  is  essentially  the  same 
decision  as  was  reached  by  two  Town  Meeting  votes  in  1983  and  1985. 

1987  was  the  year  that  the  Town  Dump  was  closed.  In  June,  Ac  worth  began 
shipping  its  garbage  to  the  Claremont  waste-to-energy  facility.  In  the  six  and 
one-half  months  our  tiansfer  station  was  in  operation,  278  tons  of  garbage 
generated  by  Acworth  and  Langdon  were  trucked  to  Claremont.  In  addition,  we 
have  had  to  get  rid  of  tons  of  scrap  metal.  Some  was  taken  away  by  individual 
scrap  metal  dealers,  but  the  major  portion,  20  tons,  cost  the  Town  $1,058  to  be 
compacted  and  removed. 

In  1988,  we  hope  to  construct  some  type  of  weatherproof  storage  for 
recyclables,  i.e.  aluminum,  glass  and  newspaper.  While  we  may  not  earn  much 
money  selling  these  products,  we  do  save  money  recycling,  as  we  reduce  the 
tonnage  being  shipped  to  the  Claremont  facility.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank 
Terry  Ward  for  a  job  well  done  as  our  Transfer  Station  Attendant. 

The  Board  continues  to  meet  on  alternate  Mondays.

The  following  is  the  prehininary  report  on  South  Acworth  Dam.  This  report  is 
based  upon  an  initial  investigation  of  the  present  dam  made  in  early  Feh.,  1988. 
Further  investigations  will  he  made  of  the  dam  later  this  year  when  more  of  the 
structure  can  he  observed.  As  part  of  the  requirements  of  the  Stale  of  New 
Hampshire  Water  Resources  Div.  a  50  year  storm  event  has  been  modeled  and 
the  analysis  run  simulating  the  river  flow  from  this  storm  event  routed  over  the 
existing  dam.  Results  were  evaluated  to  determine  the  impact  of  such  a  storm  on 
the  present  structure.  Preliminary  cost  estimates  were  tabulated  for  repair  and 
replacement  of  this  dam.  In  addition,  computations  were  run  to  determine  the 
potential  quantity  ofpower  that  could  be  obtained  by  a  generating  facility  at  this 

site. 

Since  the  early  195()'s  the  South  Acworth  Dam  has  been  progressively 
deteriorating.  Photos  taken  in  1958  on  file  with  the  Water  Resources  Division 
show  signs  of  leakage  and  major  cracked  and  spalled  sections  of  concrete  along 
the  spillway  crest  and  downstream  face  of  the  dam.  When  the  new  highway 
bridge  was  constructed  a  portion  of  the  outlet  channel  was  eliminated.  This 
alteration  subjected  the  main  crest  of  the  dam  to  greater  quantities  and  depths 
of  flow. 

More  recently  ( 1985)  a  portion  of  the  spillway  crest  washed  out.  Now  much  of 
the  normal  flow  over  the  dam  spills  out  of  this  breached  section.  Over  time,  high 
water,  ice  flows,  and  debris  floating  downstream  could  wash  out  more  of  this 
section  of  the  dam.  The  concrete  cap  on  the  center  portion  of  the  dam  is  only 
partially  attached  to  the  main  wall  of  the  dam.  Although  a  major  washout  of  the 
dam  does  not  appear  likely,  the  breach  section  of  the  dam  will  continue  to  erode 
wash  away  and  this  condition  does  warrant  concern  and  action.  The  dam  in  its 
present  state  is  considered  in  poor  condition. 

The  Stability  Analysis  performed  for  the  So.  Acworth  Dam  generated  a  50  year 
storm  through  the  upstream  watershed  and  routed  the  storm  stream  flow  over 
the  dam.  Approximately  42  square  miles  of  watershed  exist  above  the  dam.  Flow 
to  the  dam  was  modeled  using  the  HEC-1  Corps  of  Engineers  computer  model 
and  peak  flow  figures  were  verified  with  actual  stream  gauging  taken  at  the 
Drewsville  gauging  .station.  A  projected  peak  stage  elevation  for  the  50  year 
storm  was  established  based  upon  the  crest  characteristics  and  cross-sectional 
channel  at  the  present  dam. 

A  maximum  stage  (top  of  water  surface)  of  2.8  ft.  above  the  highest  elevation 
of  the  dam  was  computed  for  the  50  year  storm  event  routed  over  the  dam  in  its 
existing  condition.  The  analysis  included  that  flow  going  througii  that  portion  of 
the  dam  that  is  presently  breached.  This  projected  elevation  of  2.8  fi.  above  the 
dam  would  just  top  the  edge  of  the  stream  bank  at  the  dam  location.  A  storm 
event  of  a  50  year  magnitude  or  greater  could  result  in  flooding  over  the  banks  of 
the  stream  channel  upstream  of  the  dam.  Improvements  to  the  dam  should 
include  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  spillway.  It  is  further  suggested  that  until 
such  time  as  repairs  are  done  to  the  dam,  tlu*  stoploggate  adjacent  to  the  east 
bridge  abutment  shouldbe  completely  opened  to  maximize  the  capacity  of  the 
dam  to  spill  water.  Opening  the  gate  beyond  its  present  setting  will  require 
removing  sediment  collected  in  t  he  old  canal  area  upstreani  of  this  gate. 
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There  are  several  options  to  consider  with  respect  to  the  present  condition  of 
the  So.  Acworth  Dam: 

1.  No  Action 

Based  upon  the  State  of  N.H.  Water  Resources  Div.  order  to  the  town  "no 
action"  would  result  in  an  order  to  further  breach  the  dam.  This  means  draining 
the  ponded  area  above  the  dam  and  removing  enough  of  the  existing  dam 
structure  to  allow  free  flow  of  Cold  River  through  the  river  channel  such  that 
there  would  be  no  impounding  of  water  above  the  dam. 

2.  Repair  of  the  existing  dam. 

Based  upon  the  initial  inspection  of  the  dam  an  initial  estimate  has  been 
prepared  to  repair  the  existing  dam.  All  concrete  facing  and  cap  on  the  present 
dam  wall  would  be  removed.  A  new  downstream  face,  new  cap,  and  crest  would 
be  constructed.  The  elevation  of  the  crest  should  be  adjusted  to  allow  a  greater 
quantity  of  flow  over  the  dam  before  water  would  overtop  the  river  banks.  In 
addition  a  second  stoplog  gate  should  be  added  to  provide  more  control  during 
high  runoff  periods.  The  canal  wall  along  the  east  side  of  the  dam  should  also  be 
repaired  along  its  downstream  side.  An  estimated  cost  of  $58,000.  has  been 
projected  to  cover  the  construction  and  engineering  of  these  repairs. 

3.  Replacement  of  existing  dam. 

An  estimate  has  also  been  prepared  based  upon  a  total  replacement  of  the 
dam.  This  figure  covering  construction  and  engineering  is  in  the  range  of 
$150,000. 

Both  of  the  above  estimates  are  based  upon  a  preliminary  investigation  of  the 
dam  structure  done  during  the  month  of  February.  Additional  investigation  will 
be  performed  later  in  the  year  when  better  access  and  a  closer  investigation  of 
the  dam  can  be  performed. 

An  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  potential  for  hydro  generation  at  the 
existing  dam  site.  This  estimate  is  based  upon  SO*,  of  the  mean  annual  flow  at  the 
South  Acworth  Dam  for  24  hours  over  a  365  day  period.  Total  head  only  assumes 
that  at  the  dam  itself  and  not  any  additional  head  by  extending  a  penstock 
further  downstream.  An  efficiency  of  output  of  65'A)  was  also  assumed  in  the 
computations.  On  an  annual  basis  234,900  kilowatt  hours  of  usable  power  could 
be  anticipated. 

A  final  report  will  be  forwarded  to  the  town  and  the  Water  Resources  Div.  after 
additional  inspections  are  made  of  the  dam  later  in  the  year.

The  followinj"  roads  were  tlaniaged:  Meino  Road,  Cold  Pond  Road, 
LaBar's  Road,  Lynn  Hill  and  Parsons  Road  was  washed  out  completely.  We  were 
able  to  obtain  Federal  monies  for  re-constructing  these  roads.  We  had  a  problem 
hiring  trucks  as  they  were  being  used  by  other  towns,  fhe  roads  have  been 
brought  back  up  to  town  regulations  with  only  minor  work  being  left  to  do  on 
some. 

Grading  was  done  on  the  majority  of  the  roads.  We  were  able  to  obtain  the 
Grad-All  again  this  year  and  the  ditches  were  done  on  several  of  the  roads;  as 
was  brush  cutting.  Hopefully,  if  we  do  not  get  anymore  flooding  we  will  be  able  to 
maintain  all  the  roads  with  consistency  this  next  year. 

Gravel  was  put  on  the  following  roads,  as  well  as  culverts  replaced:  Cold  Pond 
Road,  Turkey  Shoot  Road,  Busy  Street,  Derry  Hill  road,  Pfohl's  Road,  Luther's  Hill 
and  Parsons  Road. 

Pa\ing  was  done  on  Derry  Hill,  Cold  Pond  Road,  Forest  Road,  and  Beryl  .\ltn. 
Road.

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ACWORTH  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  AND  RESCUE,  INC.  REPORT 

This  was  a  year  of  iipj«ia(liiij^  for  the  Company  in  the  areas  ol'  orjianization, 
equipment  and  facilities.  The  Hoard  of  Directors  met  fiequently  to  monitor  and 
facilitate  the  construction  of  the  new  post  office  annex  next  to  the  station.  These 
same  meetinj^s  also  served  as  a  means  of  adjusting  our  rules  and  procedures  so 
as  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  relative  to  our 
providing  fire  fighting  and  rescue  services  for  the  Town. 

Equipment  updating  this  year  included  purchase  of  a  smoke  ejector  to 
improve  our  safety  and  salvage  capability,  purchase  of  additional  portable  radio 
communications  equipment  for  the  Rescue  Squad,  and  the  addition  of  some 
protective  equipment.  Repairs  were  also  made  on  our  M2  truck  to  improve  its 
safety  and  dependability.  This  latter  is  a  very  miportant  item  since  this  is  our 
first  responder  truck,  and  therefore  our  most  frequently  used  piece  of 
equipment. 

We  have  begun  an  updateonour  "running  card"  system.  As  properties  change 
hands  and  new  owners  take  occupancy,  it  is  important  for  us  to  know  names  and 
locations  so  as  to  permit  a  prompt  and  correct  response  to  calls  we  receive.  As 
some  properties  are  known  by  more  than  one  title,  and  some  residences  by 
several,  confusion  as  to  the  exact  location  for  a  response  can  mean  the  differ- 
ence between  a  timely  arrival  and  a  tardy  one.  We  are  also  looking  ahead  to  1993 
when  our  Ml  truck,  which  is  the  "rated"  truck  on  which  fire  insurance  rates  are 
determined  for  the  town,  will  have  to  be  tested  for  compliance  with  Underwri- 
ter's Standards.  We  need  to  have  funds  available  to  do  what  is  necessary  to  the 
apparatus  in  order  to  qualify  for  and  to  obtain  the  lower  fire  insurance  rates  for 
everyone. 

The  Rescue  Squad  had  five  members  completing  the  48  hours  of  training 
required  for  recertification  during  this  year.  In  addition,  Michael  Blake  at  tended 
a  27  hour  Mountain  Medicine  course  held  at  the  AMC  Center  in  Pinkham  Notch, 
receiving  training  in  litter  and  evacuation  rescue  techniques.  New  jackets  have 
been  ordered  for  the  Squad,  so  that  they  may  be  readily  identified  when  they 
respond  to  an  emergency.  Lack  of  immediate  \isual  identification  of  emergency 
personnel  has  been  a  problem  in  the  past,  and  this  should  provide  the  remedy. 
Squad  members  manned  the  food  concession  at  the  Turkey  Shoot  again  this 
year,  raising  approximately  $500  with  their  efforts.  The  Rescue  Squad  is  looking 
to  expand  its  membership.  As  first  responder  to  medical  emergencies,  it  is  vitally 
important  to  have  a  trained  person  on  the  scene  when  needed.  Membership  of 
the  Squad  has  become  smaller  and  we  are  actively  seeking  people  willing  to  serve 
the  community  and  fill  this  need.  The  greater  the  number  participating,  the 
easier  the  job  will  be  for  each  individual.  The  commitment  is  a  major  one,  but  the 
need  is  there,  and  the  personal  rewards  are  tremendous.  We  urge  anyone 
interested  to  contact  us  for  further  information. 

Construction  on  the  post  office  annex  commenced  in  august,  with  Kenneth 
Christie  as  the  prime  contractor.  Total  construction  costs  were  $46,000  with 
$4,000  of  Turkey  Shoot  funds  being  applied  to  this,  and  with  the  balance  of 
$42,000  being  covered  by  a  mortgage  loan.  Mortgage  and  insurance  costs  totaling 
$600  per  month  are  defrayed  by  $712  per  month  income  from  the  Post  Office 
lease.  This  lease  is  for  a  10  year  period,  with  four  r)-year  renewable  opt  ions,  each 
at  a  slightly  increased  amount.  Occupancy  of  the  annex  was  slated  for  Feb.  1, 
1988,  and  at  this  writing  was  an  accomplished  fact.  The  area  in  the  station 
formerly  occupied  by  tlie  post  office  will  return  to  its  original  function  as  a 
general  purpose  area  for  the  Company.  Basement  space  in  the  annex  will 
provide  us  with  additional  storage,  work,  and  function  capacity;  something  we 
have  sought  for  quite  some  time. 
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Our  ann  al  Turkey  Shoot  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful  financially 
that  we  have  had.  We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  assisted  us  in  the  planning, 
preparation,  and  operation  of  this  project.  Your  support  of  the  Company  in  this 
facet  of  our  activities  is  very  much  appreciated.  Lights  for  the  Christmas  tree  on 
the  common  were  provided  and  installed  by  the  Company  this  year,  in  memory 
of  our  late  member  and  friend,  Karen  Lawler. 

Statistically,  in  this  calendar  year,  we  responded  to  16  fire  calls,  had  18  calls 
for  emergency  rescue  services,  and  answered  4  Mutual  Aid  calls  for  assistance 
and/or  cover  in  surrounding  towns.  This,  combined  with  scheduled  training  and 
work  activities,  adds  up  to  a  substantial  commitment  of  time  and  energy  by  our 
members  and  supporters.  We  thank  them  sincerely  for  this  commitment.

Dear  Selectmen: 

Since  receiving  your  correspondence  of  December  22  and  the  enclosed  letters 
from  Peter  Koson  and  Laurence  Gardner,  we  have  taken  your  concerns  up  with 
the  New  Hampshire  Attorney  General's  Office  and  our  insurance  agent.  Terry 
Knowles,  representing  the  Office  of  charitable  Trusts  within  the  Attorney  gener- 
al's office,  said  that  she  could  see  no  legal  problem  with  our  naming  the  Town  as 
an  additional  insured  party  on  the  same  bases  as  you,  the  Town,  require  of  any 
other  contractor.  I  have  since  conveyed  this  information  to  our  insurance  agent, 
who  has,  in  turn,  referred  the  matter  to  her  board  of    irectors. 

In  reading  the  letters  from  Mr.  Koson  and  Mr.  Gardner,  we  got  the  impression 
that  there  may  still  be  some  confusion  about  our  organization,  which  we  hope  we 
can  clear  up. 

First,  we  are  not  and  never  have  been  a  Town  agency  or  department.  Back  in  the 
1940's  a  group  of  local  citizens  approached  the  townspeople  with  the  idea  of 
starting  a  local  fire  department,  but  voters  felt  they  could  not  afford  to  finan- 
cially support  such  a  service  and  could  continue  to  rely  upon  the  Alstead  Fire 
Department  for  emergencies.  It  was  recommended  by  Town  Officers,  however, 
that  the  group  contact  the  State  Attorney  General's  Office  and  set  up  a  private 
agency  under  state  guidelines,  according  to  minutes  of  the  1948  Town  Meeting. 

This  was  done,  and  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  Co.,  Inc.  was  formed  following 
that  meeting.  Later  the  Acworth  FAST  Squad  was  formed  under  the  same 
guideline.  A  couple  of  years  ago  the  two  emergency  service  agencies  merged  to 
become  the  present  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  &  Rescue  Co.,  Inc.,  a  private,  non- 
profit agency  dedicated  to  providing  emergency  services  to  the  people  of 
Acworth  and  in  cooperation  with  the  Southwestern  Mutual  Aid  District.  The 
only  changes  have  been  administrative  -  primarily  name  changes. 
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The  Town  has  never  supported  us.  nor  purchased  any  of  our  property  or 
equipment.  Sliortly  after  the  fire  company  was  formed,  land  was  donated  to 
them  for  a  fire  station.  The  Town  was  asked  for  $1000  toward  cost  of  the 
building,  but  further  donations  of  labor  and  money  allowed  us  to  use  only  SHOO  of 
this  appropriation.  Since  then  the  Town  has  regularly  contributed  a  share  of  the 
cost  of  operations  or  purchases,  but  we  have  always  been  primarily  self- 
supporting  and  totally  self-governed  as  a  private  corporation. 

In  1984  the  New  Hampshire  Attorney  Generals  Office  notified  us  iliatwe  were 
required  to  file  annual  financial  reports  with  tiiem.  In  the  course  of  straighten- 
ing this  out,  we  learned  that  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  &  Rescue  Co.,  Inc.,  and 
the  town  of  Acworth  were  in  violation  of  certain  state  regulations,  including  the 
fact  that  it  was  improper  for  the  Town  to  raise  money  and  simply  turn  it  over  to  a 
private  concern.  This  was  resolved  by  presenting  a  contract  to  the  Selectmen  of 
Acworth  from  the  AVTRC  for  emergency  services  as  needed.  Acquiring  our  own 
insurance  under  our  name  is  one  more  step  toward  getting  our  house  in  order. 

We  have  no  quarrel  with  anyone  and  do  not  propose  any  change  in  our 
services.  We  simply  want  to  clarify  administrative  and  legal  matters  to  comply 
with  State  and  Federal  regulations  and  get  on  with  providing  the  best  possible 
emergency  services  to  our  community.  If  you  have  any  further  questions,  please 
feel  free  to  contact  me  at  home  (835-2295).  I  shall  be  happy  to  provide  any  useful 
information  whenever  possible  or  to  arrange  a  directors'  meeting  if  needed.
